‘Better  Than  Newspapers  . 


TV  Biggest  Help  to  Politicians,  Students  Say 


MINNEAPOLIS  (ACP)—  Pol- 
iticians accepted  the  advent  of 
television  with  open  arms.  It 
meant  a new  way  to  reach  the 
people  in  person,  almost,  with- 
out doing  a lot  of  traveling.  The 
fly  in  the  ointment  is  the  pro- 
hibitive cost  of  TV  time  to  many 
politicians  not  too  well  fixed  fin 
ancially.  This  means  the  politi 
cians  will  have  to  manage  their 
campaign  finances  to  take  care 
of  this  new  medium  of  TV,  and 
in  turn  spend  less  on  the  other 
media. 


In  order  to  get  collegiate  op 
inion  on  this  situation,  Associat 
ed  Collegiate  Press  asked  the 
following  question  of  a repre- 
sentative cross-section  of  college 
students:

Oddly  enough,  students  choos- 
ing TV,  radio  or  newspapers 
generally  all  claim  that  the  med- 
ium of  their  choice  is  one  that 
reaches  most  of  the  people.  The 
only  comment  of  students  selec- 
ting either  of  the  two  categories 
of  posters  or  circulars  was  that 
the  circulars,  etc.,  reached  all  of 
the  people. 

STUDENTS  naming  radio  al 


son:  it  reaches  more  people:  it’s 
more  widespread;  it’s  more  uni 
versal;  people  have  greater  ac- 
cess to  radio.  Here  are  two  typ 
ical  comments: 


“More  people  have  access  tc 
radio  than  to  any  other  medium. 
They  might  not  take  time  to  read 
newspapers,  circulars,  etc.,”  says 
a freshman  at  Ashbury  College 
(Wilmore,  Ky.).  A Northeastern 
State  College  (Tahlequah,  Okla.) 
junior  puts  it  this  way:  “Radio 
is  the  most  widespread  medium. 
Its  effectiveness  was  proved  by 
Roosevelt.” 


THE  ADHERENTS  of  news 
papers  also  believe  this  medium 
reaches  the  most  people.  A Uni- 
versity of  North  Dakota  (Grand 
Forks)  sophomore  coed  believes 
“Newspapers  give  a play-by-play 
description  of  the  whole  cam- 
paign.” 


Students  selecting  “personal 
appearances”  feel  this  type  of 
campaigning  is  most  persuasive 
because  it  brings  the  candidate 
face-to-face  with  his  public. 

“The  public  gets  the  full  im- 
pact of  the  candidate’s  person- 
ality,” says  a senior  coed  at- 
tending the  University  of  Ne- 
braska (Lincoln).  A University 
of  Minnesota  (Minneapo  1 i s ) 
graduate  student  thinks  person- 
al appearances  are  “best  suited 
to  emotional  appeals.” 


TV  IS  THE  best  medium  be- 
cause it  is  most  impressive  and 
convincing,  and  especially  be- 
cause it  enables  more  people  to 
see  and  hear  the  candidate  at 
the ’same  time,  say  most  students 
who  chose  this  medium.  A jun- 
ior at  the  University  of  North 


most  always  had  the  same  rea-:  Dakota  declares:  “I  would  have 


chosen  personal  appearances  but 
no  man  can  reach  enough  people 
that  way.  TV  gives  an  audience 
a glorified  picture  of  man.”  • 

An  Iowa  State  College  (Ames) 
senior  believes  “TV  is  most  im- 
pressive. It  gives  the  viewer  a 
chance  to  see  the  candidate  in 
action,  thinking  on  his  feet.  It 
also  reaches  more  people.”  A 
graduate  coed  at  Hunter  College 
feels  TV  is  the  near  perfect 
medium  because  “it  reaches  the 
man  at  home  and  the  man  at 
the  bar.” 

A very  small  number  of  stu- 
dents preferred  not  to  answer 
the  question,  replying  that  they 
felt  all  the  mentioned  media 
were  necessary  in  political  cam- 
paigning.

BYL  has  kept  a clean  nose  in  the  past.  So  have  most 
of  the  other  Skyline  schools,  6nd  sometimes  it  has  hurl. 
We’ve  been  at  the  bottom  of  the  heap.  The  cream  of  the 
crop  of  athletes  has  been  lured  away  to  high-paying  col- 
leges. But  now  maybe  the  effects  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
Conference  action  will  be  far-reaching.  Maybe  it  will  lead 
to  a better  break  for  the  smaller  schools  and  those  who 
have  been  playing  it  straight. 

So-called  “de-emphasis”  isn’t  the  answer.  Brigham  Young 
University  and.  New  Mexico  tried  a couple  of  years  ago  with  disas- 
trous results.  It’s  more  likely  that  a program  of  sensibility  is  the 
answer.  If  a few  offenders  are  slapped  hard  like  UCLA,  things 
may  get  back  on  an  even  keel  with  all  colleges  getting  an  even 
chance.  Amateurism  has  to  start  somewhere,  and  this  may  be  the 
beginning.
